San Francisco, Oct. 6.—Motor 
bus and truck business in Cali- 
fornia is growing rapidly, accord- 
ing to the auto stage and truck 
department of the California 
Ratiroad Commission, which has 
just completed a survey on the 
basis of fall returns for the fiscal 
year ended June 36, last. 


There were 655 reporting lines 
during the year and they trans- 
ported a total of 30,534,540 pas- 
sengers, a gain of 871,632 over the 
preceding year, and 1,184,814 tons 
of freight, a gain of 275,541 tons.

Total revenue of 
all lines for the year was $21,- 
055,991 and net operating revenues 
were $1,383,460 for all lines, 
against $810,635 in the preceding 
year. Of the revenues $10,227,108 
was derived from passengers and 
$7,662,826 from freight.

If Mr. O'Connell 
were to take a vote among the 
women workers it is morally cer- 
tain that it would be practically 
unanimous for having them stay 
where they are. He would have 
the women and the employers both 
against him and his proposition. 

In upset industrial conditions, 
women bear the burden, not the 
men. An idle man is a spending 
man, and his family suffers while 
he is idle, irrespective of the cause 
for ‘his lay-off. Women are not 
likely to join in a movement that 
will organize them as a prelude 
to undertaking to rearrange wage 
schedules, hours of work or “rec- 
ognition.”’ 

Mr. O'Connell points out the 
large profits made by American 
industry as a reason why the auto- 
motive workers should be organ- 
ized. Seunds like rather a far- 
fetched argument. He is not likely 
to get very far with his plan, at 
least in Detroit, where the open 
shop is indorsed because of its 
proved value in industrial oper- 
ations.

today at National Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
headquarters in New York marks the opening of the new 
year. It is the official preliminary of the great national 
shows, which actually usher in’ another twelve months of 
automotive progress. 

Certainly the members and directors of the N. A. C. C. 
meet this yean under the happiest of auspices. The year 
1926 opened with every indication of a prosperous season, 
but with much reasonable doubt that it would be a record- 
breaking twelve months. Even now, with more than two 
months of production left, it is certain that 1926 will estab- 
lish new records in almost every field. Domestic sales of 
motor vehicles will surpass the previous high water mark, 
which was that of 1925. Export sales will show a large in- 
crease, with foreign countries exhibiting every symptom of 
acute motoritis, indicating that sales of American vehicles 
abroad are going to increase enormously over anything that 
has been considered possible. 

’ The automotive industry itself is in the health- 

iest condition that it has ever known. The perennial 

used car problem has been ameliorated, even if it.has 

not been cured. The deferred payment situation is 

better than it ever has been. Incidentally, the in- 

dustry as a whole is to be congratulated on the man- 

ner in which it has met this problem of handling - 

time payments. It has beehR pointed out time and 

again that an unwise course pursued in this field of 
selling might easily lead to grave evils. The in- 
dustry has chosen the safe and conservative road. 

As a result the purchase of motor vehicles from in- 

come instead of from capital has proved to be a 

sound stimulant of business. 

Within the ranks of the automotive industry there exists 
a fine-spirit of co-operation. Individual companies, instead 
of pursuing the selfish course, have proved their willingness 
to work with their fellow members for the good of all. Prob- 
lems arise from time to time, as they must in any industry, 
but always they are solved by co-operative effort. 

It is a notable fact that the automotive industry has 
demonstrated on many occasions its ability to regulate pro- 
duction by demand. The balance of the industry is now so 
nicely adjusted that production schedules rise and fall almost 
automatically in keeping with demand. No other character- 
istic has so much to do with the basic soundness of any indus- 
try as this adaptability to meet changing conditions as they 
arise. Members and directors of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce have every right to look forward 
with renewed .confidence to the rest of the present year and 
to 1927 beyond. , 


England’s Registration 


ROM the Department of Commerce comes the news that 

Great Britain now has 650,000 motor ears. This total 
is owned among a population of approximately 45,000,000. 
people. The ratio of motor cars to people works out at some- 
thing like 1 to 55. 

In this country we have a motor vehicle for each 5.1 per- 
sons, basing the estimate on the 1925 registration figures. 
When the 1926 totals are announced, this will be materially 
reduced. The probability is that we shall find ourselves with 
a car for each 4.9 inhabitants, or thereabouts. 

To the student of motoring this comparison will not 
be a mere glorification of America’s superior motoriza- 
tion. The real interest lies in the suggestion of the tre- 
mendous market fer motor cars that is certain to develop 
in England within the lext few years. Furthermore, 
British minds are turned now toward increased produc- 
tion and sales of cars. In addition to Morris, who will 
ee 50,000-odd cars this year, two new companies in 

ngland have announced cars to be ready shortly, which 
will selt at $500. Our manufacturers are going to find 
Great Britain o 7euitful market for their wares.
